WASHINGTON (AP) — John W. Dean III 
and Jeb Stuart Magruder, whose disclosures 
to prosecutors broke apart the Watergate 
cover-up, were freed from prison Wednesday 
after having served only part of their terms. 
Herbert W. Kalmbach, one-time personal 
lawyer to former President Richard M. 
Nixon, also was freed. 
"Thank God, I'm free," said Magruder as 
he was released from Ft. Holabird, Md., a few 
hours after U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
issued his order. 
Dean drove away in his own car, avoiding 
waiting newsmen. 
Sirica ordered the prison terms of Dean, 
Magruder and Kalmbach reduced to "time 
served." Dean had been in prison slightly 


more than four months, Magruder seven 
months and Kalmbach six. 
Asked whether the pardon of Nixon played 
any part in his action, Sirica said he took a 
number of matters under consideration. He 
declined to comment further with regard to 
the Nixon pardon. 
"I did what I thought was right . . . I 
thought about it for some time," the judge 
said. 
Sirica acted under section 35' of the federal 
rules of criminal procedure, which provides 
for reduction of sentence at the judge's 
discretion in some instances. 
The rule normally permits a judge to 
correct an illegal sentence, or reduce a sen-

West Pottsgrove Decides to Exclude 
Itself from County's Quest for Funds

The W est Pottsgrove 
Board of Commissioners 
Wednesday night agreed to 
exclude the township from 
M ontgom ery County's 
application for federal funds 
made available through the 
Community Development 
Act of 1974. 
U n d er th e act, a 
m unicipality can apply 
directly to the federal gover­ 
nment for money or can join 
with the county in applying 
for discretionary funds. 
Township Solicitor Mat­ 
thew Santangelo told the 
board Montgomery County 
will be eligible for some fun­ 
ds if enough municipalities 
permit the county to use 
their population figures in 
the application. 
The money obtained by the 
county would then be used 
for as yet undesignated 
projects in different portions 
of the county with some of 
the funding possibly filtering 
through to West Pottsgrove 
Township. 
“In order for Montgomery 
County to be classified as an 
urban county and receive 
funding, it must show a 
population of 200.(1)0 or 
m ore.” Santangelo said. 
“This is done by using 
pop u 1 a t io n fi g u re s f rom. 
various municipalities. So, 
Iwe have the option of letting 
the co u n ty use our 
population figures and, 
possibly getting some funds 
or denying the county that 
right.” 
While noting the township 
might benefit from being 
included in the county's 
ap p lication , the com ­ 
missioners cited numerous 
objections to taking such 
action.

He doesn't write his stories for self 
satisfaction, to please the publisher, 
to butter up the editor or to impress 
his wife or girl friend. 
His stories are written for only one 
purpose. 
To inform the public. 
He is the link between the public 
and government. Not every citizen 
in every comnirnumty could or 
would attend a meeting. So. the 
reporter is the eyes and ears of the 


A 
reporter couldn't personally 
care less whether Lower Pottsgrove 
or any township allows straw huts, 
mud homes or only palaces in their 
township.

If a reporter is personally involved 
in a zoning decision or any case, and 
attends the meeting as a private"' 
citizen, another reporter covers the 
meeting, 
A 
reporter, 
by tradition and 
necessity, never speaks at a public 
meeting, he never gives an opinion, 
he never becomes involved, he never 
interrupts. 
Sometimes it may gall him to be 
quiet, but he stays silent. 
The only time a reporter would 
speak would be if an official asked 
him a question which demanded an 
answer. 
At times, a novice reporter might 
say something, but he is soon infor­ 
med about the facts of journalism. 
To bar a reporter from a meeting 
because 
reporters “ Twist and 
distort stories doesn't hold water. 
If a reporter does err in covering a 
meeting, the officials have recourse 
to correct the error. All it would take 
would be a phone call. 
If an error is made a correction 
will follow’. 
Mercury officials have no record 
of any Lower Pottsgrove official 
asking for a correction or com­ 
plaining about inaccurate coverage. 
If The Mercury did. indeed, err 
in coverage of any Lower Pottsgrove 
meeting, and it did cause concern,

Shapp Warning of 1970 Applies to Situation Today 


HARRISBURG —- ■'Penn­ 
sylvania is facing its own 
prívale depression unless 
some action is taken by the 
state within, the next year.'"" 
Yes — that's Gov. Milton 
J. Shapp speaking 
However, his excellency 
didn't offer the wordy war­ 
ning the other day; rather, 
the quotation is from a guest 
column 
then candidate 
Shapp wrote back in August 
of 1970. 
But perhaps it could be 
almost as applicable today 
as it was in 1970'! 
And the reason, of course, 
is that the Keystone State at 
the moment isn't enjoying 
the rosiest of prosperities by 
a n y 
s t r e t c h 
of 
the 
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imagination, nor for that 
matter, is the rest of the 
nation. 
The one bright spot on the 
horizon insofar as Penn­ 
sylvania is concerned is that 
it isn't suffering to the extent 
plaguing most other areas of 
the country- — small comfort 
though to those within the 
state who indeed been tem­ 
porarily laid off or whose 
jobs have been wiped off the 
map. 
Pennsylvania is indeed in 
better posture than 'back in 
1970, some credit for which, 
but not all. must accrue to 
Gov. Shapp and policies 
instituted during his past 
four-year tenure. 
Today 
Pennsylvania's 


industry 
is much more 
diversified than a half-dozen 
years ago, providing a 'hedge 
of sorts against, a major 
downturn in a major field, as 
or example, steee 
Back in 1970 during his 
campaign to become Penn­ 
sylvania's chief executive, 
Shapp repeatedly blamed 
th e 
th e n 
in 
power 
Rep ubl ic a n

Clean Coal Sought 
At Testing Facility

TACOMA. Wash. - An $18 
million experimental "clean 
coal" plant has begun tests 
here to see if it can turn 
high-sulfur coal into a 
pollution-free fuel. 
If it can. the “magic" 
plant will be a model for 
com m ercial-sized plants 
that will be able to provide 
clean coal for electric power 
generating plants and other 
coal-dependent facilities. 
Much 
of 
Am e ri c a's 
trillions of tons of coal is so 
high in sulfur content it can­ 
not be burned w ithout highly 
■sophisticated and, expensive 
pol lut ion eon! rol equipment 
for harnessing its sulfur 
odors and ashes, 
Already, shortages of oil 
tor eastern U. S. power plain­ 
ts are forcing a return to 
coal-fired steam boilers m 
those plants. The return to 
coal 
is a happy choice 
because coal is in abundant 
supply. But it is an unhappy 
choice 
because of the 
polluting characteristics of 
the black fuel. 
That's why the project at 
the Army's Ft. Lewis is so 
important. That's why the 
Department of the Interior's 
Office of Coal Research has 
spent $18 million on the plant 
and provided another $10 
million to finance two years 
of testing.

Commercial plants would 
produce up to 10.000- tons a 
day and could be built 
adjacent to power plants, 
ideally, to provide con­ 
tinuous fuel — provided 'both 
plants are near coal fields. 
Pittsburgh & Midway Coal 
Mining Co.. a subsidiary of 
Gulf Oil Corp.. is operating 
the plant for the U. S. gover­ 
nment and results of the 
research project will be 
made public to competing 
firms in the United States. 
Pacific Northwest coal is 
low in sulfur, so Kentucky 
coal is imported to the plant 
because of the latter coal's 
high-sulfur content, 
W i l l a r d 
B u l l , 
vice 
president of Gulfs Energy & 
Minerals Co.. told jour­ 
nalists on a recent t our of the 
plant that the refining 
process produces small 
beads of eoa! that have less 
than 1 per cent sulfur con­ 
tent and less than one-tenth 
of I per cent ash 


That compares to 4 per 
cent 
sulfur for much 
bituminous eastern coal. 


The process has many 
promising advantages. Once1 
'begun, the process, provides 
its own heat, hydrogen .and 
solvent from the coal and the 
solvent and hydrogen áre 
constantly recycled, as is 
most of the water used in the 
plant s process. 


"The entire process is vir­ 
tually pollution free." said 
project manager Bruce Sch­ 
mid. ' and the recovered ash 
may be used for land fill or 
i n,

'perhaps even, as a, commer­ 
cial source of iron.

82,000 reels of motion picture 
film, and, 70.000 sound 'recor­ 
dings. 


Visiting the handsome 
colonna'ded 
building, a 
qualified 
researcher can 
listen to an old Fibber 
McGee and Molly radio 
broadcast, see a film of the 
Hindenbur g 
dirigible 
disaster, and touch the 
Royal Fi jian whale tooth. 
King Thakoban of the Fiji 
Islands sent the cucum­ 
b e r - s h a p e d 
tooth to 
President Grant in 1870 with 
a letter asking for a treaty of 
friendship. The tooth, the 
K i n g * s 
m o st p recio us 
possession, symbolized his 
faith and solemn purpose. It 
is kept in a small metal 
drawer. 
The most famous objects 
at the Archives are on 


display for everyone to see. 
Cherished charters of the 
nation, the Declaration of 
Independence, the Con­ 
stitution, and the Bill of 
Rights lie in helium-filled 
c a se s 
u nd e r specially 
laminated protective glass. 
Guarded through the day, 
the documents disappear 
each evening at the flick of a

Thousands of Americans Seek Financial Relief Through Bankruptcy

Rising costs and soaring 
unemployment 
have 
led 
thousands of Americans to 
seek relief from debt by 
going broke. Legally. 
The Administrative Office 
of the United States Courts 
says 
that 
if 
bankruptcy 
petitions 
continue at the 
current rate, there will be a 
record 231,660 in the current 
fiscal year ending June 30. 
During the first five mon­ 
ths of fiscal 1975, an average 
of 
19,305 
bankruptcy 
petitions 
were filed each 
month. T hat's 29' per cent 
above the monthly average 
of 14.912 petitions in the 
same period last year, 


The previous all-time high 
number of bankruptcies was 
in 1967, when there 209,329 
individuals and businesses 
filed petitions in U.S. district 
courts, largely because of 
what government officials 
called * a big overextension 
in consum er credit." 
An adm inistrat ive <rf fice 
spokesman 
blames 
the 
current 
situation 
on 
"inflation and recession and 
the state of the economy." 


A New York schoolteacher 
and his wife who recently 
filed for bankruptcy agree. 
'T didn t expect prices to go 
up so quickly," he said. "We 
earn $25.000 between us and 
we figured that would be 


enough to pay the bills. It 
wasn't. 
"We didn't have any big 
bills. It was just a lot of little 
things that kept adding up," 
the teacher said, explaining 
that he didn't want his name 
used because he was a little 
ashamed... "‘Going bankrupt 
was against all my prin­ 
ciples — independence and 
all that stuff. But we had no 
other choice." 


The Federal Bankruptcy 
Act provides that, you can go 
bankrupt if your debts add 
up to more than your assets 
and you have no way of 
paying the bills. The govern­ 
ment says most bankruptcy 
petitions — almost 90 per 
cent in 1974 — are filed by ’ 
individuals. You cannot file 
for bankruptcy more than 
once every six years. 


Going 
bankrupt 
will 
enable you to settle virtually 
all your debts — even, if you 
don't have enough money to 
pay off every creditor. 


Going 
bankrupt 
also 
means that you will have to 
give up most of your proper­ 
ty in order to pay off as 
much 
of 
your 
debt 
as 
possible. 
An administrative office 
spokesman says a major 
aim of the bankruptcy law is 
"to give the poor, but honest 
debtor a chance for a fresh 
start in life." 
Separate provisions of the 


law are designed to proride 
help for debtors who don't 
actually 
want 
to 
go 
bankrupt 
If you can t pay 
your bills now, but have a 
steady source of income and 
just 
need 
some time to 
straighten out your f inances, 
you can file for help under 
the relief chapters of the 
bankruptcy act. This wav 
you can work, out a plan 
under court auspices to pay 
your bills. You will have to 
pay all the money you owe, 
but 
you won't lose your 
property and you won't be 
harassed by creditors in the 
interim 
The trustee will try to 
liquidate your assets. Here, 
you will learn there are two 
kinds of debts: secured and 
unsecured. 
Secured debts 
are those in which there is 
some kind of collateral that 
the creditor can seize if he is 
not paid — a car, for exam­ 
ple. 
Secured, 
debts take 
priority when the trustee is 
figuring out which one to 
pay, but in some cases it is 
not 
worth 
liquidating an 
asset. 
Suppose, for example, you 
have an automobile that 
could be liquidated or sold 
for $890. You owe the bank 
SI ,000 on an auto loan. The 
trustee 
probably 
would 
decide to let the bank have 
the car rath er than, trying to 
repay the money. The bank 
loses the $200. 


If the car was worth more 
than the am ount of the loan, 
the trustee would sell the 
auto, pay the bank and take 
the rest of the money to set­ 
tle other debts. 
Usually, there isn't enough 
money from assets to pay all 
the debts or you wouldn't 'be 
bankrupt. 
The 
trustee 
therefore 
sets 
a 
list of 
priorities 
— 
secured 
creditors. 
adm inistrati ve 
costs such as the attorney's 
fee and the court filing fee 
and 
then 
unsecured 
creditors. 
Within about six months of 
the 
tim e 
you 
filed 
for 
bankruptcy, the trustee will 
report to the judge and. 
assum ing 
you have been 
honest, you will be issued a 
discharge. Your debts are 
settled. 
Here are some questions 
and answers about bankrup­ 
tcy: 
Q. What is it? 
A. The dictionary defines 
bankruptcy as a state of 
financial ruin. A spokesman 
for 
the 
Administrative 
Office of the U.S. Courts 
says: 
"In 
order 
to 
go 
bankrupt, 
you must owe 
money and not be able to pay 
your debts as they accrue." 
Q 
What are the advan­ 
tages 
of 
actually 
going 
bankrupt? 
A. Your debts — except for 
taxes 
owed 
within three 
years, alimony, child sup­ 


port and debts incurred by 
fraud — are settled and you 
'Start with a clean financial 
slate. 
Creditors for money that 
you borrowed before filing 
for bankruptcy can t hound 
you. garnishee your wages 
or take other action against 
you. 
Your 
credit 
rating 
probably will improve: since 
you can only go bankrupt 
mce every six years poten­ 
tial creditors are assured 
that you can t escape new 
debts bv going to court. 
Reminder: You are still 
liable for any debts you 
incur 
after 
filing 
for 
bankruptcy. 
Q. What are the disadvan­ 
tages of going bankrupt? 
A. You w ill lose all proper­ 
ty except for certain items 
exempted by state law. The 


items vary from state to 
date but generally include 
things such as a house or 
equity in a house and a 
reasonable amount of fur­ 
nishings and clothing. 
Q. 
How 
do 
you 
go 
bankrupt0 
A. Apply to the clerk of the 
U.S. District Court in your 
area for a petition to be 
adjudicated a bankrupt and 
a schedule on which you 
state your assets and debts. 
Decide whether you want 
a lawyer: an administrative 
office spokesman say’s an 
attorney is generally a good 
idea, but not, a necessity. 
Fill out the forms and 
return them to the clerk of 
the court. There is a .$50' 
filing fee which can be paid 
after the court has deter­ 
mined your assets. 


You 
are now 
officially 
bankrupt. The clerk of the 
court will assign your case to 
a bankruptcy judge (also 
known as a referee.» His 
staff 
will 
notify 
your 
creditors — the people and 
companies you have listed 
on the schedule of assets and 
debts that you filed — and 
will set a date for what is 
known, as a first meeting of 
creditors. This must be held 
within 30 days of the date 
you filed your petition. 
At the creditors' meeting, 
you — and your attorney if 
you have one — appear for 
questioning by the judge and 
your 
creditors. 
The 
questioning is designed to 
show whether you have hid­ 
den any assets — including 
things like clothing and fur­ 
niture — and are sincerely 


unable to pay your debts. 
You are under oath and mast 
tell the truth or face possible 
perjury charges. 


The judge will appoint a. 
trustee who takes charge of 
assets not exempted by state 
law 
from 
bankruptcy 
proceedings. 


Q What if you go on piling 
up debts'1 
A. You can t go to jail, 
except for alimony or child 
support 
debts. There are 
various remedies available 
to your creditors, however. 
In some states, creditors can 
garnishee your wages: they 
also can harass you with 
phone calls and other collec­ 
tion tactics: they can seek 
court 
judgments 
agaiast 
vou.

The American Telephone and Telegraph Com­ 
pany has filed a new rate schedule with, the Federal 
Communications Commission which will increase 
charges for most out-of-state Long Distance calls. 
A new, lower minimum price and uniform dis­ 
counts of 35 and 60 per cent will also be introduced 
tor many dial-direct calls placed without an 
operator. 
About 30 per cent of all interstate Long Distance 
calls will cost customers less. About 70 per cent 
will cost more. The new rates, which must be fully 
justified to the FCC. are intended to produce an 
increase in interstate revenues of 7.2 per cent. 
The new rates are filed to become effective 
on March 4. 1975. 


Here are the specific provisions 
in the new rates: 


1 . On dial-direct calls (those dialed without an. 
operator) the initial rate period any time ot the 
day or night will now be one minute, rather 
than three minutes. Since more than one third 
of all interstate Long Distance dial-direct calls 
are now two minutes or less, this will repre­ 
sent a significant saving for many telephone 
customers. 


2 . The number of rate periods will be reduced 
from four to three. “Weekday" rates will apply 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through Friday. 
"Evening” rates will apply from 5 p.m. to 11 p.m. 
Sunday through Friday. "Night & Weekend" 
rates will apply from 11 p.m. to 8 a.m. every 
night, all day and night Saturday, and all day 
and night Sunday, except 5 to 11 p.m. 


3.The new rates feature a uniform1 35 per cent 
discount during the "Evening" time period on 
the first minute and each additional minute 
for calls dialed direct without an. operator. 
There will be a uniform 60 per cent discount 
during the "Night & Weekend" time period on 
the first minute and each additional minute 
for calls dialed direct without an operator. 
(See rate box at right.) 


Despite a steady increase in the cost of living 
over the past two decades, this is only the second, 
request for a general interstate rate increase by 
AT&T in the last 21 years. During that same period 
interstate Long Distance rates have been reduced 
nine times. Even with the proposed increases, many 
Long Distance calls will cost less than they did in 
1953. In the same period, the Consumer Price Index 
has risen 91.3 per cent. 
These rate increases are the result of the enor­ 
mous inflationary pressures that are besetting the 
economy. 
Last August, the Bell System signed an employee 
wage settlement amounting to well over $3 billion 
during the next three years. The level of construc­ 
tion expenditures that provides the plant and 
equipment required for good quality service to 
the consumer has also risen significantly, reaching 
S10 billion in 1074. And there has been a dramatic 
upsurge in the cost of capital that must be attracted 
in order to finance this construction program. 
Although there will be an increase in total reve­ 
nues. the proposed rates have been designed so 
telephone customers can take advantage of dis­ 
counts by dialing their own calls when Long Dis­ 
tance circuits are less busy. By shifting calls to 
off-peak hours, Bell System operating expenses and 
capital expenditures, which have been so heavily 
influenced by inflation, can be held to an absolute 
minimum. The savings which result will benefit, all 
Bell System customers.

Dean, 
who had been legal counsel to 
President Richard M. Nixon, began serving a 
1-4 year term on Sept. 3. Magruder, the 
deputy director of Nixon's 1972 re-election 
campaign, entered prison on June 4 to begin a 
10 months to four year term. Kalmbach had 
served six months of a 6-18 month term. 
Their 
release leaves only one major 
Watergate figure, former presidential coun­ 
sel Charles W. Colson, still in prison.

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Public Drunk Law 
Changed in Florida 


TALLAHASSEE. 
Fla. 
i AP i — Being drunk in 
public is no crime, Florida 
lawmakers have decided 
It 's a sickness. 
\o longer can the stum­ 
bling inebriate be hauled 
into jail, booked and told to 
sleep it off. 
“Police 
can 
take 
an 
inebriate home, they can 
detain him for up to 12 hours 
or they can drive him direc­ 
tly to a treatment center," 
said 
S. 
George 
Clarke, 
deputy chief of the state's 
Bureau 
of 
Alcoholic 
Rehabilitation. 
The only 
thing the police cannot do is 
arrest him. something that 
is costly, unjust and ineffec­ 
tive." 
A new Florida law which 
took effect last July assures 
treatment — not jail and a 
criminal record — for public 
drunks. Its enforcement is 
expected to cost the state S10 
million this year, most of it 
to be used for operating 26 
treatment or detoxification 
centers which opened their 
doors Jan. 1. 
“We project a .86 million 
savings 
in 
incarceration 
costs for the 92.000 public 
intoxication arrests made 
last 
year," 
said 
rehabi 1 it a t ion bureau ehief 
James Alford. “ We may be 
spending more but we feel 
we re getting more for our 
money." 
Símilar 
legislat ion 
has 
been enacted in 17 other 
states but Florida officials 
feel their program goes fur­ 
ther than most. 
“The treatment centers 
f with a total of 572 beds» are 
designed to provide close1 
observation of drunks in the 
first six to eight hours in a 
bed. said Ernest Haar, the 
bureau's 
community 
prog r a m s coo r d i nator. • * The 
period will involve physical 
evaluation to detect health 
problems. After eight hours, 
the patient is allowed some 
independent mobility such 
as walking around the room. 
* We expect that about 40 
per cent won't need medical 
care, and can be ref erred for 
other services after sobering 
up 
The new law effects public 
intoxication only, not per­ 


sons arrested for drunken 
driving or performing other 
crimes while drunk. 
“Our initial reports are 
that 
the 
program 
is 
working." Alford said “The 
biggest challenge right now 
is training the personnel 
involved. We're sending a 
team out to train the more 
than 300 persons treating 
alcoholics. We feel it's a 
very treatable disease " 
Checks 
of 
the 
state's 
major police departments 
show ed that most had begun 
preparing for the law's new 
application months ago. 
“We've had time to absorb 
this I think the man on the 
street is thankful that the 
paperwork hassle has been 
made a little lighter " a 
Miami 
police 
spokesman, 
said. 
But the inner-city treat­ 
ment centers, located1 in 
each of the state's 23 mental 
health districts, are not for 
everyone. 


“If a guy wants to get off 
drinking. I'm all for it. one 
alcoholic told The Pensacola 
News-Journal shortly after 
the city ended his routine 
trips to jail. “But it's not for 
me." 
Martin, as he was called in 
the newspaper article, said: 
“Eve had all that coun­ 
seling, and I'm just not 
ready to change Besides, 
there's nothing to do down 
there in the de-tax place. I 
just don t like them telling 
me I can't come to jail."

study of four groups of can­ 
cer patients in Maryland and 
West Virginia suggests that 
persons 
with 
leukemia. 
Hodgkins 
disease 
and 
related 
malignancies are 
frequently 
interlinked, by 
close' personal relationships. 
However, a spokesman for 
the National Cancer Insitute 
in Bethesda. Md.. disputes 
the findings. 
The study, to be published 
soon in the British medical 
journal Lancet, says there is 
some evidence that those 
forms of cancer are. in a 
strictly lim ited sense, com­ 
municable. 
Dr. Stephen C Schimpff. 
of the 
Baltimore Cancer 
Research 
Center 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Maryland 
Hospital, studied about 125 
cancer patients and found 
that two-thirds ot them could 
be traced to other victims of 
leukemia. Hodgkins disease1 
and related malignancies. 
Schimpff said the connec­ 
tions are not vague. Either 
the cancer patients knew 
each other on a close per­ 
sonal basis or were linked 
through an intimate mutual 
triend or relative.

Sears, and other income 
tax-preparation firms will still be happy to help you 
fill out your personal income tax forms, many local 
accountants are shying away from the business. 
"I'm trying to cut back on the number of 
individual income tax forms I handle because my 
office is so burdened with work.” said John Cione. 
933 X. Hanover St. 
Cione said he tries not to accept new customers. 
"We ask people if they've filed with us before.'' 
Cione said. 
The amount of business accounting work we do is 
so great we can't keep up with personal tax forms. 
But we aren t cutting back on business work.” 
Accountant James Neri. 1233 Pine St.. said he's 
not cutting back in any service but he is trying to 
maintain the amount of business he had in the past. 
"I’m not seeking new clients." he said "I’m 
overloaded. There's not much more you can handle 
unless you expand, and at this time it's foolish to 
expand.” 
Charles Muthersbaugh. head of the credit union at 
Doehler-Jarvis, said he's cutting back for personal 
reasons. 
I've helped people prepare their personal income 
tax forms as a sideline for 14 years.” he said, 'but I 
no longer have the time to devote to it.” 
Muthersbaugh said the credit union is switching to 


a new computer tor its financial work, which makes 
additional demands on his time. "We're converting 
in the middle of the tax season, and I really can t do 
both. I owe my allegiance first to the credit union." 
Mrs. Robert Oberholtzer. Ridge Road. Spring 
City, said her husband, an accountant, stopped his 
personal tax preparation business last year because 
of business commitments to the Reading public 
account firm where he works. 
John Mail lie of Maitlie. McCarracher. Lennon and 
Co.. certified public accountants at 1.800 E. High St. 
said his firm handles nearly 1.700 personal income 
tax forms a year. 
Almost half this business conies from officers or 
partners in businesses from the firm's clientel. 
"Many other customers have some special tax 
problem — maybe they've bought or sold real estate 
during the year." Maillie said. 
The accountant said his firm isn't thrilled about 
the business. "It s not very profitable, frankly, and 
most of the work isn't very challenging. But we 
never turn anyone away.”

Lines of Unemployed 
Growing in Borough 


Since most of those given the two-week 
furlough already had used up vacation 
time, they were eligible for unemployment, 
benefits. 
The m anager said he doesn't have 
figures available on the number of people 
drawing benefits. 
But he said it is apparent there is "sub­ 
stantial” unemployment, "much more 
than November and December of 1973 ' 
Mary Gilbert, claims supervisor, 
worked at the Pottstown office 33 years. 
"This is the worst. I've ever seen it.” she 
said. 
Miss Gilbert explained people who are 
laid off normally are entitled to receive 
weekly compensation, for 30 weeks 


And because of a new law they can 
receive nine additional weekly checks, she 
said. 
Thus an employee laid off can draw 
compensation for up to 39 weeks, with the 
money coming from a special fund 
provided by the employer, the state and 
the fe dera 1 gave rnment. 
Officials said many are under the 
mistaken belief that part of the money 
withheld from their weekly pay check 
provides the unemployment benefits. 
But it does not. 
After 39 weeks an employe is not eligible 
to file for new benefits until one year from 
the date he first applied. 
Even then he must have been employed 
since the time he- drew his last unem­ 
ployment check.

Those for whom cancer is synonymous with fear will 
be encouraged by the words of one American Cancer 
Society official: 
Cancer prevention offers the 
greatest possibility for its control." Many authorities 
feel the action you take now may help defeat this 
enemy before it attacks. 
Various experts estimate that there may he some 
relationship between environmental factors and can­ 
cerous tumors up to 90 per cent of the time. How can 
you reduce your cancer risk? 
First, if you make sur? your diet contains enough 
roughage, there may lie less chance of cancer "'getting 
you from behind.” 
Although all the findings are not in. increasing 
evidence suggests inadequate intake of fiber may be a 
contributing factor in cancer of the colon and rectum, 
which reportedly now strikes more Americans than 
any other major malignancy. Unrefined whole grain 
cereals and breads are considered a particularly good 
source of roughage. 
Other good sources include some truits and such 
vegetables as broccoli, carrots, cabbage, cauliflower, 
brussel sprouts and eggplant. It special medical con­ 
ditions warrant, ask your physician's guidance in 
determining which sources of hulk are best lor you. 


pack One government expert warned that the risk of 
lung cancer increases in proportion to the number of 
cigarettes smoked. Among heavy smokers the risk is 
20 times greater than among nonsmokers.” 
• Banning the butt” lowers your risk.. Incidentally, 
smoking also increases your chances of developing 
bladder, mouth and throat cancers, 
Is heavy drinking related to cancer'1 Concerning 
pharynx, larynx and mouth cancers, a recent govern­

Also, he said, the school 
tries to explain to children 
the difference between any 
feelings they have for their 
parents and what their 
parents did to them. 
A youngster whose nose 
was broken with a soft drink 
bottle because he knocked a 
book off a table had to be 
shown the punishment did 
not fit what he did wrong. 
Father Ward said 
“ We don't want to turn 
them against their parents,” 
he said. "We try to get them.

St. Jude's only has space 
for 24 youngsters, he said, 
which is one of the main 
reasons for the fund-raising 
program now under way. 
MORE COTTAGES 
He hopes to build enough 
cottages to have space for 65 
to 70 youngsters at the main 
ranch. In addition, he said, 
plans now being developed 
call for the erection of 
similar ranches throughout 
Nevada. 
Children at the ranch are 
placed there by the courts in 
the vast majority of cases, 
he said, and come not only 
from Nevada, but also from 
California and other states 
as far away as New Jersey. 
Father Ward said he no 
longer accepts any welfare 
money from 
the state 
because 
of

the 
requirements and the 
possible removal of the 
youngsters to foster homes. 
He said St. Jude's adopted 
this practice of rejecting the 
state money as the result of 
a young black girl with 
epilepsy. 


VIOLENT FITS 
She did not suffer from the 
ordinary type of epilepsy, he 
■said, but a different type 
where she was given to fits 
of violence. 
Welfare workers placed 
her at St. Jude's where she 
was placed on medication 
which helped her epilepsy 
and was also counseled. 
A short time later, the 
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Tough Leather Workshoes 


workers went to Father 
Ward and said they had a 
black foster family to place 
the girl with. He objected. 
saying he did not feel the girl 
was ready to be moved. 
The workers insisted, 
however. Father Ward said, 
and he had no choice but to 
follow what they said. 
The girl stayed with the 
family only a few weeks, he . 
said, and then was returned 
to St. Jude's. 
TRUST LOST 
"When she returned, she 
came into my office and 
said. ’Father Ward. I'll 
never trust you again.* " he 
said.

Along the picturesque bays on the 
west coast of Mexico, shrimp boats 
are reaping a bountiful harvest of 
shrimp, adding to this nation’s 
present abundant supplies. 
This is the peak season for har­ 
vesting the Mexican shrimp. The 
season, 
which started in Sept- 
m eber, will continue through this 
month and possibly into February, 
Much of these shrim p supplies will 
m ake their way into this country in 
frozen or canned form. 
According to Henry R. Branstet- 
ter. president of Ocean Garden 
P ro d u cts, one of the principal 
exporters of Mexican shrimp, the 
shrimp are abundant and large this 
year. 
“ Last year the shrimp were scar­ 
ce and very small and we don't 
know how to account for this." 
B ranstetter said. 
The shrim p fleets range from tiny 
boats of the 'mosquito" fleet man­ 
ned by fisherm an who cast their 
atarayas (casting netsi into the 
shallow w aters of the bays, to sleek 
new vessels built and equipped with 
the latest mechanical and elec­ 
tronic gear which range into the 
“outside w aters." 
After the shrim p are caught, they 
are taken to modern, sanitary fac­ 
tories for processing. These fac­ 
tories. according to Braastetter. 


m aintain the highest standards 
t h r o u g h 
q u a l i t y 
c o n t r o l 
laboratories. 
Following processing, the shrimp 
destined for this country are loaded 
in refrigerated trucks for transpor­ 
tation across the border . 
Let the recipe which follows bring 
in your sh rim p boat with a 
gustatory flair.

Save Old Borough Hall? 
Idea Surprises Council 


Boyertown s decrepit borough hall on South 
Heading Avenue, which is to be vacated when a new 
facility is completed at Third and Washington, 
streets, may escape the wrecker's ball and receive a 
new lease on life. 
That possibility was disclosed to borough council 
when Mayor William Campbell reported he knows of 
a party interested in moving the two-story frame 
structure to another location. 
He asked Richard Delp. executive director of t h e \ 
Berks County Redevelopment Authority, what is 
planned for the building. 
Delp answered that the fate of the building will be 
similar to that of others in the urban renewal project 
area — after it is vacated a bid for demolition is 
accepted and the structure is leveled. 
% 
He noted regardless of the salvage value of the 
building, the authority usually incurs considerable 
expense in the demolition process. 
Campbell then said he knows of a party who wants 
to move the building "‘without cracking even one 
pane of glass." and wondered what the financial 
arrangement might be. 
After council members expressed amazement at 
such a suggestion. Delp said the authority probably 
would be happy to make the building available free 
of charge, provided it is empowered to do so. 
Campbell said he would refer the party to Delp. 
The identity of the party was not divulged by Wed­ 
nesday but Delp indicated the regulations governing 
the disposition of buildings in a renewal area, 
prohibits a substandard building from being moved 
to another site wit hi n a renewal project. 
And if the structure should be moved outside the 
project area the building codes that govern such a 
location would apply, requiring it to be brought up to 
those standards.

But they said there was a 
70 per cent chance that the 
debris would fall into the 
Atlantic Ocean. 
There was no way to 
predict what the size1 and 
weight of each piece would 
be.'officials said. 
The material is part of the

which 
carried the Skylab space 
station into orbit in May 
1973. 
The 
rocket 
stage 
currently is circling the ear­ 
th at an altitude of about 100 
miles, The Skylab space 
station is in a higher orbit 
and is not expected to re-en­ 
ter the atmosphere until tin 
late 1970s. 
Pieces of the 6.000-pound 
rocket bulkhead, or parts of 
the five engines — each 
weighing 3.000 pounds — 
have the highest probability 
of 
surviving 
reentry*, 
officials said. 
Officials said that most 
space vehicles melt or break 
into fragments as they come 
tt.rough the atmosphere and 
only a few* dozen fragments 
have survived to land on ear­ 
th. officials said 
But one of the largest 
chunks to hit earth was a 
640-pound piece of Cosmos 
316. 
a Russian satellite, 
which landed in a remote 
area of Kansas in 1970.
